CHINA'S MONETARY SYSTEM, 


Lecture by Professor Jenks, 
On the 27th ult., Professor Jonks do- 


livered u lecture on China's. Monotary Sya- 
tem to the Y,M.C.A. at Tientsin—Dr A. 
FP. Peok presiding, : 

Professor Jonka said he thought he could 
not do better than give a short history of 
the atepe that led to his being hero on the 
special mission of investigation and study 
of the monetary system in Uhina, The 
first atop was taken by tho Government of 
Moxioo, through her representatives at 
Washington, in asking the assistance of the 
Government. of the United Statea in re- 
forming her monetary system. Moxico ia 
a silver-using country chieily because there 
ia more silver mined in Mexico than in any 
other country in the world, and alao be- 
causa until recently the Jeading merchants 
and ofiiciale of the country really thought 
that silver monoy waa bdettor for the 
country than gold ever could be. Monetary 
experts, however, by acientific study 
of the conditions in silver-using countridg 
as woll aa the investigation of the conditions 
in Mexico by 8 fow of the leading business 
men and officials of that country have 
proved crulualeoly that silver money hy 
ita fluctusting markets-in the long cun is 
not advsntageona, This ted the Govern. 
invent cf Mexico to take the step,she did in 
ankingy the assistance of 9 gold standard 
country, tho United Stateg, in-the reform 
of her monetary system and in getting itou 
tho gold ba Tt was felt, however, that 
in this move towards the gold standard, 
Mexico could make n atrongor case jf she 
had thoapproval and support of other silver- 
using countrica, China being the largest and 
moat iniportant silvor-asing country in all 
the world sho naturally turned to China 
for support in asking tho belp of the 
United States, The Chinese Goverment, 
whon advised of the movement in 
Mexico and of her desire to get China's 
support in enlisting the aid of gold stund- 
acd) countries in establishing some more 
satisfactory monetary syaten), through its 
Chargo @'Affairoa in Washington likewise 
asked the assistance of the United States in 
helping to “work aut the diflicatt problom. 
Tha President, under an act of Congress, 
appointed a Conmission of which Prof, 
Jonks is tho member, especially sent to 
China to study tho question carefully and 
ta render any aasistance possible, which 
might be acceptable to the Governments of 
Mexico and China. Prof. Jenka ond 
Mr, Conant, another member of tho 
Commission, at the invitation of 
the Government of. Mexico, went 
tu Mexico und spant some tine 
there in nssisting the Mexican financial 
authorities to prepare their plan, The 
Commission felt that before entering upon 
any oxtended investigation of the conditions 
in Shina it would be wise from a political 
puint’of viow ag well as to secure the aid of 
Kuropean monetary exports, to visit the 
capitals of the varivus European countries 
and lay this mattor beforo their respective 
governmenta. This was acccurdingly dono, 
The Commission visited London, Paris, 
Boclin, The Hague, St. Petersburg and in 
each country received the unreserveil ap. 
praval of the purposes of the Cummission 
and much valuable help fram financiers and 
other monatary oxperts. Backed with this 
strong support in Europe the Commission 
proceeded to earry out their further instruc- 
tions. Prof, Jenks said the Government of 
the United States was greatly pleusod t .tnke 
part in this movement note specially because 
the United States was philanthropic but 
because she was plad Chins had the confi- 

dence in her diaintorestedness to ask such 
aservicy, and nlsu because the adoption of 
n gold exchange basis would unduubted- 
ly advance trade interests botween China 
and tho United States. Ut was realized at 
tho outset that the dilticulties of estabtish- 
inga uniform system in Ohina wero pos- 
sibly grenter than in any othor country on 
necounl of its vast size and great population 
and aly from the fact chat the provincial 
governments have had beretotare practical 
control of munetary matters in the diffe. 
rent provinces. But the experiment as 
tried in India and the Philippines gave 
great encouragoment to mako tho cflort 
ulso in China, As to tho experiment in 
tho Philippines the introduction of the gold 
exchange basis under the diroction-of-th 
United States Government is showing evary 
sign of proving eminently satisfactory. 
Before the introduction of thia new system 
last July tho U.8, gold gellar was worth at 
one tin fas much as 22,62 Mexican, while 
atan earlier period the silver dollar bad 
appreciated until one gold dollar was worth 
conridornbly ess than two Mexican dollors, 
In order to asve the Amorican aoldie 5 
from losing on all of their transactions with 
the banks nnd natives an arrangement was 
nt one time made with the banks to 
exchanya two Mexican for one gold and 
the WS. Government would moke 
up the bslance. If soon beceamo 
evident to the Government that some 
substantial system would have to b> 
established in order to avoid tho fluctua- 
tions of tho silror markot. So last 
July the gold xchange basis was pat into 
operation at une gold dollar for two of the 
new silver coins, In ordor to facilitate the 
change of systema u tax is put on all lusi- 
ness transuctions in the old moncy, and 
oxporionce is showing that the new dollars 
ara being nore widely used all tho time, 
and it is autimated that in a yeay and a 
half the change will be cnmplete. England 
has alyondy takon steps toward eecuring 
Romo permanent exchange baaia in the 
Straits Scttlements. A similar move has 
been also made in French Indo-China, so 
thot China stands wlono among the nations 
of the Orient in the matter of having 
no systefn of standard, currency. Prof.
